Among the non-patent documents submitted herewith, Applicant encloses a copy of a 
contract, contract no. N3998-96-C-5021 (the "Contract"), listed on the attached SB/08 as item 
CG. The Contract was entered into by the assignee of the application ("Assignee") and the 
Office of Special Technology of DARPA. Assignee executed the Contract on May 23, 1996. 
The Contract refers, in part, to BodyLAN, a technology, which, in some instances, embodies the 
subject matter claimed in the application. Applicants also enclose a copy of an amendment to 
the Contract, executed by Assignee on July 31, 1997 (the "Amendment"). The Amendment is 
listed on the attached SB/08 as item CH. The Amendment modifies the Statement of Work 
included in the Contract. Applicant and Assignee conducted an investigation into the facts 
surrounding the Contract. The following summarizes the results of the investigation to date: 

• The proposal from the Assignee to DARPA resulting in the Contract is 
incorporated into the Contract as page 3 of Attachment I (page 66 of the 
Contract). The proposal does not propose the delivery of any hardware or 
software. 

• Section H of the Contract (see page 6a) and Section 5.0 of Attachment I of the 
Contract (see page 64) call for the delivery of "hardware and software developed 
for the program." As noted in Section H of the contract, BodyLAN was 
developed prior to the program. In addition, Assignee has indicated that 
development of BodyLAN was carried out using internal research and 
development ftinds. 

• The investigation has not concluded that any hardware or software was, in fact, 
delivered under the Contract. 

• The Contract was amended on a number of other occasions. None of these other 
amendments materially modified the deliverables called for in the Contract or the 
Statement of Work as amended in the Amendment.
